RELL LITT ALIS! OFT ELI 
Gov. Stevenson’s Message. 

We have the pleasure, and it is no ordi- 
nary pleasure, of laying Gov. Stevenson's 
messige to the Kentucky Legislature be- 
fore the people of the State this morning. 
The message is in truth a most admirable 
document, unsurpassed in tone, in temper, 
in judgment, in wisdom, by any message 
that has ever emanated from an American 
Governor. It is the production of a sound 
head anc’ a sound heart. We are confi- 
cent, that, among all its numerous recom- 
mendations and suggestions, there is not 
one whieh: the judicious will not endorse. 
His excellent Excellency has done his part 
well, and now may the General Assembly 
do its part as well. 

Goy. Stevenson's exhibit of the finances 
of our State is highly gratifying. Her 
financial condition is perhaps une jualed, 
certainly not transcended, by that of any 
other State. Villified and warred against 
as she has beén by millions of political en- 
emies, she has calmly and wisely and 
resolutely held her own career, giving to 
political matters whatever attention they 
seemed to her to demand,. but so managing 
her pecuniary resources as to elevaie her- 
self to the enviable condition of prosperity 
which it is her happy lot to enjoy 

What the Governor says of the Civil 
Rights law is well said, and it is of the 
gravist moment. He points out clearly 
and forcibly the evils, the wrongs, and the 
oppressions which it involves, and he ear- 
nestly calls upon the Legislature to have a 
case made up which shall carry the ques- 
tion of its constitutionality to the Supreme 
Court of the United States. We have no 
doubt that the Supreme Court, unless first 
reorganized te execute the will of the Rad- 
ical Congress, would unhesitatingly pro- 
nounce the law unconstitutional. We were 
filled with blank astonishment when the 
United States District Court, sitting in this 
city, declared it constitutional. 

His Excellency’s remarks upon the en- 
couragement of foreign immigration to 
Kentucky are worthy of an enlightened 
statesman. Our able Legislature cannot 
omit to heed them and act upon them with- 
out being strangely and unaccountably 
false to the great interests of the State. But 
we will noc speak further in detail as to the 
recommendations of the message. There 
they stand, to be seen by all, and they bear 
their own eulogy upon their face. Heartily 
do we congratulate Kentucky that, at a 
time like this, she is blest with such a 
Chief Magistrate as she has. Pure, true, 
wise, firm, and brave, he will stand to his 
post of duty, vigilantly watching the in- 
terests and the rights of the State 
and resolutely supporting and maintain- 
ing them, whether in weal or ia woe.

But it is 
proper to state that he is, perhaps, more 
gencrally esteemed in Kentucky at this mo- 
ment than he ever was in iis life before. 
It would be strange, indeed, if it were other- 
wise. He is, to begin with, a very brave 
and able man, whose talents are of 
the most attractive description and whose 
manners are delightful. His career be- 
fore the war was not only successful; 
it was brilliant, and Kentucky was prou! 
of it. Whatever he did during the war 
—whatever he said or thought— 
there is a general impression on the popu- 

lar mind that he was sincere in it, and act- 
ed from genuine convictions. No private 


act ofinsolence or outrage is alleged against 


his military conduct. He found it impos- 
sible to remain in the Senate and be loyal 
to the Government; he strove to do so and 
gave up disgusted;and he went into the 
Confederate movement, which he served 
faithfully throughout. His enemics in 
Kentucky give him credit for infegrity, 
and the story that he carried with him 
valuable official secrets is a pure invention. 
There were none to carry, and, if there 
had been, they were not committed to the 
Senate, least of all to him; for his expul 
sion was urged by most of the Radical or- 
gans during the entire summer session of 
1861, and it was indeed supposed 
that he would be arrested on his 
arrival in- Washington There is 
no reasoh why he should be mark- 
ed down for especial resentment. There 
has been no reason why he should have 
been compelied to wander over the world 
for three years. In a word, the people of 
Kentucky, who always admired and 
respected him, feel that he has been harshly 
dealt with: that he has been the victim of 
persecution, and their hearts warm to him 
as brave and generous hearts only warm 
to the proscribed, forgetful of past differ- 
ences, and mindiul only ot ‘nt mis- 
fortune. 

We do not look for the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial to understand the sentiment, much 
less respect it. That it sees tit, in view 
of the foregoing, to sling its soiled, but 
harmiss pebbles, is proof at once its 
want of innate culture,as well as independ- 
ent decorum. It assails only the weak or 
the unpopular. Its boasted dont- 
cere-a-damishness has a wondrous prudent 
liift in it. Its sneers are not the honest 
expression of genuine indignation and 
scorn, but only the supercilious affectation 
of smart shallowness and metallic insensi- 
bility. Itis pert, not earnest; very lively 
and very vain. That it secretly sdmires 
Breckinridge is evident; for no clever wri- 
ter can fail to do that; but it has not the 
meniliness to say so,nor the magnanimnity 
to do him justice, or,at least, to kt him 
alone. 

Breckinridge has had a great career. If 
he should never hold a place at court, his 
fame will be none the worse for it. He 
can aflord'to live as secluded as he may; 
and, just now, he could not afford to hold 
office. The Radicals need not fear. We 
bid the Commercial be at peace. The 
Fourteenth Amendment ruleth at Wash- 
ington; there is no vacancy just yet eithey 
for Ohio or Kentucky; Breckinridge is yet 
a figure in the distance; and the country’ 
is safe.

the former paying $6,945,948, and the lat- 
ter, in spite of Congressional reconstruc- 
tion, in spite of Governor Bullock’s gross 
manipulations of the State’s credit, and in 
spite of the great evils of the want of a 
settled government, making up the hand- 
some sum of $5,545,958, while Florida, the 
most thoroughly Radical of the ten South- 
ern States, contributed only #646,966, and 
Fouth Carolina, the most negro-ridden and 
Radical-ridden of ali the tea except Florida, 
very little more.
